savage lighting broke, out along 
most 
of the border 
on a 30-mile 
front from Gaza to El Auja. 
An official communique issued 
in Cairo this afternoon said 
the 
battle 
still was 
raging at 
El 
Sabha 
It said 
the Israelis 
had 
thrown 3,000 men into the attack 
on the Egyptian garrison, which 
it said numbered IOO men. 
"The enemy succeeded in oc­ 
cupying at dawn part of the Egyp­ 
tian positions but our forces are 
still holding the rest, where the 
battle is still going on, the com­ 
munique said 
An 
Israeli communique 
issued 
early in the battle said 50 Egyp­ 
tians were killed and 40 captured. 
It admitted tour Israeli dead and 
19 wounded. 
An Israeli F'oreign Ollice spokes­ 
man said the action resulted 
in 
the expulsion of "an Egyptian in­ 
vading force.” 
"There 
are no 
more Egyptian 
troops left in Israel,” he said.

Israeli

in the attack 
numbered some 400 men, He said 
Egyptian forces 
in the initial ac­
